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Mattapoisett Land Trust Receives MVP Grant 

Pine Island Pond Watershed Protection

The Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) scored 
when they applied for and received a Municipal 
Vulnerability Preparedness grant. The $960,000 grant 
is one of the largest distributed by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs. 

The department's website notes that, "The 
Municipal Vulnerability Preparedness grant program 
(MVP) provides support for cities and towns in 
Massachusetts to begin the process of planning for climate 
change resiliency and implementing priority projects. 

The state awards communities with funding to complete 
vulnerability assessments and develop action-oriented 
resiliency plans. Communities who complete the MVP 
program become certified as an MVP community and 
are eligible for MVP Action grant funding and other 
opportunities." 

Locally, no one was happier than the president 
of the MLT, Mike Huguenin. Huguenin has been banging 
the gong on the importance of preserving the 120 acre 
site for nearly two years. Along with MLT members 
Gary Johnson, Alice McGarth, Joanna Dresser, and Peter

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Davies, Huguenin worked long and hard to make the 
townspeople appreciate the importance of protecting 
these tender resource lands while negotiating with the 
landowners. 

When town administrator Mike Gagne became 
aware of the MLT's plans to try and purchase the acreage 
for permanent conservation, he was all in. Gagne is 
well-known for his work in assisting organizations 
with environmental issues from preserving lands for 
passive recreation, to preserving fresh water sources, to 
engaging the necessary legal assets to ensure conservation 
commission conditions are upheld. He was recognized 
this past May by the Buzzards Bay Coalition when 
they awarded him with a Guardian Award for his work 
on behalf of land conservation, wetlands protection, 
and regional environmental cooperation. Given his 
experience, Gagne rolled up his sleeves and jumped 
into the Pine Island Watershed project noting the 
importance of protecting the acreage from development 
due to its potential as a way for residents of the coastal 
neighborhood to evacuate the area in the event of a major 
storm and in recognition of raising sea levels that will one

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day eliminate existing roadways to homes in that area. 

Gagne, along with the MLT, also believed in the 
importance of giving the public better access to Pine 
Island Pond, an area for shellfish harvesting and non- 
motorized watercraft recreating. With this acquisition 
there would be a nearly unbroken natural corridor from 
Route 6 to the shore. 

But its not quite time for celebrating as Huguenin 
is well aware. When The Wanderer caught up with him, he 
was still breathless from the good news, but cognizant of 
the work ahead. "It's really great news ... and the project 
is just so great..." but there is still another $150,000 
that needs to be secured, he quickly added. To try and 
accomplish this, Huguenin will be attending the annual 
meetings of beach communities that will be positively 
impacted by having an alternate evacuation route through 
uplands along the watershed parcels. "The challenge 
now is to raise private funds," he shared. He said that 
even small donations add up, and he believes those small 
contributions give the MLT a morale boost because "it 
shows the community is behind this." 

Gagne told The Wanderer, "Tm delighted, this 
is a tremendous achievement; just fantastic!" He said 
that by granting such a large amount to the MLT for 
this acquisition, it demonstrated the Commonwealth's 
understanding of the importance of the acreage. "They 
saw how vulnerable the area is especially given sea level 
rise," he said. 

The MLT Facebook page also contained this 
notification: "The town and state have given the Pine 
Island Watershed project a tremendous vote of confidence, 
and provided over $1.2 million of the $1.5 million needed 
to complete the acquisition. Now private citizens need to 
finish the job, and Tm happy to report that Mattapoisett 
Land Trust already has raised approximately half of the 
final $300,000 needed. We will continue our outreach to 
everyone who loves the Pine Island area, and hope to 
complete final fundraising this summer." 


Striped Bass Migration

The striped bass, affectionately called a striper 
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for the dark lines along its side by sportsmen, prefers 
a water temperature from 55 degrees to 68 degrees. To 
stay in this range, they migrate both in spring and fall. 
With the arrival of summer, the spring migration is all 
but complete in Buzzards Bay, having started more than 
a month ago from distant winter quarters down south. 
They soon pass up along the coastlines of North Carolina 
and Virginia, where they then detour into the Chesapeake 
Bay, and finally the Delaware, Hudson, and Connecticut 
Rivers to spawn. 

The stripers are labeled anadromous by spawning 
in brackish or fresh water. After spawning, they school up 
into moving formation, as in my illustration. They head 
up along the Atlantic coast to eventually pass through the 
Cape Cod Canal into Massachusetts Bay toward northern 
New England for the summer. 

Sport fishing for stripers is very popular, and 
they are the state fish in Virginia, Maryland, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, and New Hampshire. Their natural history 
dates back to colonial days of gratitude for their legions 
swimming up coastal rivers with ale wives and shad. They 
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were seen as a godsend to hungry settlers and famished 
troops at Valley Forge. However, annual overfishing took 
place into the start of the last century, and now several 
hundred years later, the numbers have sadly declined to a 
mere 5 million stripers. 



In 1982, Atlantic States Marine Fisheries reacted 
by making them a protected game fish and imposed the 
current 29-inch keeper requirement. Fortunately, a ban 
was also imposed prohibiting harvesting beyond the 
3-mile coastal limit. Within just 10 years, the population 
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was remarkably back to 56 million, with about 3.8 million 
annually taken for sport fishing. 

The largest striped bass ever taken on light tackle 
was 81 pounds and 4 feet in length. The striped bass has 
a mild, but firm flavorful flesh with a large flake when 
eaten. It is popular when pan seared, steamed, poached, 
sauteed, or roasted, but especially when grilled outdoors, 
making it a gourmet ritual in coastal communities like 
Buzzards Bay. Commercial demand is so much that they 
have been hybridized with a commercial common white 
bass, known as a wiper. It was stocked experimentally in 
lakes and rivers across the country. Once inland, natural 
population could be verified as successfully landlocked. 
However, an observable diminution of spawning activity 
meant that regular reproduction levels must be stocked by 
hatcheries. 

The fall migration of stripers south will not 
begin for another two months. As in the 1950's end of 
summer popular song "... the days get short when you 
reach September,'' we will then witnesses a seasonal ebb 
tide motion of migrating songbirds, waterfowl, ospreys, 
hummingbirds, and butterflies. This movement will 
also be shadowed underwater by stripers on the move. 

As the water cools, they are anxious to fatten up on 
baitfish such as peanut bunkers and silver sides. We look 
for gulls diving down on blitzing bait pods that come 
in with a rising tide. Striper fall migration extends into 
late October and from our window on Little Bay, it is a 
very entertaining seasonal curtain call of a stripe bass 
migration performance. 

Second Walking Tour Highlights the People 

Healthy Tri-Town Coalition

The second of three walking tours planned for 
each of the Tri-Towns stepped off from the Mattapoisett 
Historical Museum (MHM) on June 23 under splendid 
summer skies. The Healthy Tri-Town Coalition, along 
with the historical societies in Rochester, Marion, and 
Mattapoisett, planned the walks as a way to connect 
people with the history of the communities and with one 
another. 

Mattapoisett's tour guide was none other than 
Jennifer Mclntire, president of the MHM and longtime 
local resident. Assisting Mclntire was Carole Clifford, a 
real local, whose wealth of antidotal information gave the 
tour a deeper connection to the town's history. 

Starting at the museum, Mclntire told a group of 
about 25 people that Mattapoisett and Marion were once 
part of Rochester, making it a much larger settlement 
throughout the 1600's until the split occurred in 1857. First 
Marion's townspeople choose independence, which was 
followed by Mattapoisett's. Mattapoisett was a thriving 
economic hub in the region with vital shipbuilding and 
saltworks industries along its shore. Clifford said that 
Rochester's town fathers were "loathed to let Mattapoisett 
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go" because of the commerce it generated. 

Mclntire said that the museum had once been a 
Baptist Church and that today, while still an active church 
holding one service each year, it is now a gallery space 

for the historical 
museum. The 
museum was 
inspired by a 
collection of 
local materials 
from the Dexter 
family. Around 
1958, a trust 
was established 
by Minerva 
Sparrow, Francis 
Rowlands, and 
Charles Mendell, 
thus setting up 
the church and 
the collection 
into a museum 
that has grown 
substantially over 
the decades. The 
museum is now recognized as a significant source of local 
and regional history. Its database holds tens of thousands 
of pieces of information and its collection is being studied 
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by those interested in early American history. 

Pointing towards the Town Hall situated at the 
corner of Main and Church Street, a half block to the 
south, Mclntire said that the building had once housed 
the police and the fire department. At one point, town 
meetings were held in the second story community room 
and that today the center of the town is located in its 
coastal village. 

But that was not always the case. Clifford said 
that the original center of the town was north of where 
Route 6 currently cuts through the community She said 
that at the intersection of River Road and Acushnet Road, 
again imagining this before the state highway was where 
the center had been located. Farmlands flourished, saw 
mills and grist mills supported many local businesses, 
woodlands provided raw materials; yet, the harbor 
became, over time, the center of life. 

But first the lands had to be obtained from 
the original inhabitants the indigenous people, the 
Wampanoags. King Philip's War, which took place in 
the 17th century was also known as Metacom's War. It 
was a conflict between English colonists and the Native 
Americans in their last major effort to keep the Colonists 
from taking over completely The end of that story is 
well known. Less known may be that the Colonists were 
offered free land once the Native American's had been 
vanquished. Mclntire said only three families took that 
opportunity to own land. They were the Hammonds, 
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Dexters, and Boyles. 

Meandering along Main Street towards the 
wharves, Mclntire stopped in front of 14 Main Street 
where the walking group learned that the building had 
been the second location of the Anchorage By the Sea 
- a tea room. The first such business had been located 
where Shipyard Park is today But the hurricane of 1938 
destroyed it along with many other structures. Clifford 
said that during those days mass communication did not 
exist; therefore, no one knew a massive hurricane had the 
southeast in its crosshairs. "'My mother was out pushing a 
baby carriage around," she said. 

Continuing on, Mclntire directed everyone's 
attention to several residences noting that the first floor 
had doors that opened directly out to the street and 
porches on the second story "These were taverns back 
then," she explained. 

A large home on the corner of Main and Pearl 
Street was the home of the Willis family during the 
Revolutionary War. Mclntire told the story that one 
evening they were wakened by gunfire. Mr. Willis joined 
other locals to head toward the shoreline where British 
troops might try to land their small boats. Mrs. Willis 
had to leave her sleeping children and hurry to the 
schoolhouse on Pearl Street to ring the bell that would 
warn the entire town. In her journals which are part 
of the museum's collection, Mrs. Willis commented on 
being dressed only "in my nightshirt and cap." Certainly 
an unspeakable condition for a woman outside her 
bedchamber back in the day 

Mrs. Munro was another owner of this property 
She bequeathed the parcel located across the street from 
the residence to Mattapoisett. It is now a Mattapoisett 
Land Trust property open to the public with spectacular 
views of the harbor. 

Mclntire described the scope of shipbuilding 
along Main and Water Street that abut the harbor. She said 
that the deep harbor allowed for the construction of larger 
whaling vessels needed for the longer journeys in order to 
supply the demand for whale oil. In total 500 boats were 
built here, she said. 

One of the more famous ships built in 
Mattapoisett was The Acushnet. It was the inspiration for 
Melville's Moby Dick. The first shipyard was owned by 
Charles Stetson in 1752 Mclntire said. The last ship built 
here was The Wanderer. Part of its mast now rests within 
the walls of the museum. 


On the wharves, the group gazed back up to 
Water Street where today the Inn at Shipyard Park 
continues to operate and lays claim as the oldest 
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continuously operated inn anywhere in the country Other 
homes were used as boarding house, or suppliers to the 
shipbuilders such as caulking and cordage. 

Clifford said that in the early 1900's a group 
of wealthy people, mostly women, joined together to 
create an improvement society that was responsible for 
municipal trash collection, the preservation of Shipyard 
Park, health clinics for children, and the planting of 
trees. A prime mover in those efforts was one Huybertie 
Hamlin, a friend of the Roosevelts. Her summer home is 
located at Ned's Point. 

On the northern corner of Cannon and Water 
Street stands a home that bears a plaque. That plaque was 
erected in memory of Francis Millet who was in his day a 
famous painter, writer, and sculptor. The true renaissance 
man was also a doctor. At his marriage to Elizabeth 
Merrel, Samuel Clemens was his best man Mclntire 
stated. His would be a short life, however, as he went 
down with the Titanic in 1912. 

As the tour slowly walked past homes that could 
have been built in those bygone days, Mclntire said that 
two bearing bow roofs were reproductions, but that 
doesn't take away the charm of the narrow roadway. It 
was once called clamshell alley and most assuredly would 
have smelled the part. 

The historic plaques on many homes in town 
were placed there by the Mattapoisett Historical 
Commission after extensive research into the origins of 
the structures Mclntire shared. 

Mclntire also invited everyone to return on 
Thursday, June 27 at 5:30 pm for the opening of the 
museum's art exhibit titled "Inspiration, Time and 
Texture" featuring local artists from the Tri-Town area. 

The Mattapoisett Historical Museum opens for 
the season in July. Museum hours are Fridays from 10:00 
am to 4:00 pm and more information can be found at

Artist Reveals Essence of Taber Statue

Marion residents are excited about the arrival 
of the life-sized bronze statute of its beloved beneficiary 
Elizabeth Taber next year, and artist Erik Durant who was 
commissioned to create the sculpture is just as excited to 
share in the creative process as he transforms an idea into 
the physical form of the woman who literally built the 
Marion we know and love today. 

Durant, originally from Connecticut, joined the 
Navy right after high school. He attended art school 
soon after and received his degree at UMass Dartmouth, 
a school he chose for its connection to a foundry for 
sculpture making. 

He's well known in these parts as a New Bedford 
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resident and artist of two of the city's prominent pubic 
works of art, the Fisherman's Monument and the giant 
squid located outside the New Bedford Whaling Museum. 

"Around New Bedford I'm kind of known as the 
squid guy," said Durant, who added that he was grateful 
to receive the commission for the Taber statue from the 
committee with Sippican Historical Society ties dedicated 
to honoring Taber with a statue planned for Bicentennial 
Park. 

But how does one take "something that's going 
on up here," he said pointing to his head, "and put it 
out there in the field across the street in the form of an 
Elizabeth Taber statue?" 

It's a back and forth process of positives and 
negatives, he said, explaining that the statue must start as 
a small, less detailed model and then be transferred into 
a larger size that produces a negative much like that of a 
photograph, but in 3-dimensiopnal form. What follows 
is another "positive" form that comes from that negative 
form - what Durant called a "linear motion". 

"1 work with people, that's what 1 do," he said. 
"That's how you start things." Which means before there 
was Elizabeth Taber sitting on the bench, it was someone 
else sitting there - a live model. And, yes, a live model in 
the nude. Because in order for Durant to make an accurate 
and detailed representation of a clothed Taber, well, he's 
got to see her unclothed first. 

"In order to make a figure that looks right 
wearing clothing, [I] have to sculpt them in the nude, 
first." 

Durant said he can tell by looking at a statue 
or sculpture if the artist went ahead and sculpted the 
clothing first. 

"I can spot that from a distance," he said. There is 
a certain tension in the way fabric covers the body - a fold 
in the fabric that happens that bunches in some places and 
stretches in others and you'll see that in Durant's Taber as 
she sits clutching her pipe and book looking off towards 
the Town House. 

"You can see her knees really clearly, and then 
the fabric folds correspond to what would be under there 
at that point," Durant said. And these details are critical 
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for what Durant describes as the statue appearing ''fully 
activated in the round" - or, simply stated, visually 
interesting from every angle. 



Durant 
said he made 
sketches of 
versions of the 
Taber statue for 
the committee to 
approve, looking 
at Taber in both 
her youth and in 
the later stages of 
life. 

"It 

was decided 
that we would 
work on the 
older Elizabeth 
Taber when 
she returned to 
Marion ... so 
we're looking at 
somebody who's 


probably in her 70s or 80s," Durant said. 

The focus was on her gestures as an older 
female, sitting on a bench, "fairly stiff" with not having 
"a whole lot of dramatic motion," as Durant put it. And 
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Taber's gesture of feet forward, body turned, and head 
turned - all in three different directions - are significant, 
Durant said, otherwise Taber's seated form would look 
unnatural, straight forward, and lined up. 

Durant tilted his head to the side and shifted his 
weight to one hip and said, "The rest of us stand around 
like we're waiting for a bus all the time - our bodies sort 
of move and switch back and forth and everything," 
he said. "She will be looking at the town hall with her 
eyes and sort of leaning and looking over at the library, 
[which] gives us movement." And when you look at her, 
he said, it's almost like perhaps you just heard something 
or witnessed something or like something is about to 
happen. 

The sculpture will be extremely durable, Durant 
said, and Taber will retain her "French brown" bronze 
patina with annual maintenance and the brushing on of 
more wax, keeping it from turning into that "neglected 
green" patina. 

The granite bench was selected specifically to 
appear more modern as Taber is honored now in more 
modern times, although she'll forever sit as a relic 
from the past - Marion's past - and honored well into 
the future. On the back of the granite bench will be a 
relief showing the five principal structures Taber gave 
to Marion while Taber sits scanning the landscape she 
influenced. 

"You can really relate to her by sitting down on 
the bench," said Judith Rosbe from the Sippican Historical 
Society (SHS). 

With the bench, Durant said, "One of the things 
that was important to me is that we're not just simply 
making a historical snapshot. ... There's a very special 
reason why this moment in time she's being recognized 
instead of 20 years ago. ... We are choosing to recreate her 
right now in his moment in time. ... She is here with us in 
this moment in time." 

A statue often tells us more about the people 
commissioning the monument than the monument itself. 

The Sippican Historical Society is assisting with 
donations to allow for tax deductions for donators and 
has already donated $50,000 itself. Tabor Academy has 
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donated $10,000, and the SHS is still accepting private 
donations in any amount with a goal of reaching $200,000 
to go toward maintenance and landscaping of the statue.

The committee and the SHS will be offering 
multiple chances to learn about the Elizabeth Taber 
stature in the year ahead and will make an appearance 
during Marion's Fourth of July parade. 

The statue will be unveiled at Bicentennial Park 
during the summer of 2020. 

Rochester Family Swimming for a Cause

The Williams family of Rochester has done 
something quite amazing: they have raised over $6,000 
for the Buzzards Bay Coalition (BBC) as Team Splash. 

On June 22 they, along with 276 other supporters of the 
BBC mission, entered the waters of the outer harbor at 
New Bedford's south-end and swam towards Fairhaven 
emerging at Fort Phoenix. This was the twenty-sixth year 
of the BBC's annual Buzzards Bay Swim. 

This event was initiated to heighten the public's 
awareness of the necessity of protecting Buzzards Bay, 
a vital natural resource that serves a vast swarth of 
Massachusetts' coastline. While the BBC has worked 
diligently for more than 30 years protecting the bay. 
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wetlands, and associated resource areas against over¬ 
development, nitrogen pollution, hazardous chemicals, 
and governmental neglect, the need to engage the 
community in the fight to protect it all still continues. 

And that is the inspiration for the entire Williams' 

clan. 

Mom, known to most as Rebecca, shared, "I was 
not a strong swimmer. I sort of relearned and improved 
my stroke through practice." She made swimming in the 
2016 event a previous New Year's resolution and focused 
on making it a reality. Her husband, Roger, has been a 
longstanding volunteer at BBC activities, which is how 
Rebecca first caught the swim bug. "I learned about the 
swim through Roger as well as the work of the BBC." Her 
New Year's resolution brought her to the Gleason Family 
YMCA where she met Mel Dyer, her swim instructor 
and trainer. She credits Dyer with being instrumental in 
her being able to achieve her goal - just keep swimming. 
"It was a real win-win," she said, "... achieving my goal 
helps the BBC reach their goal." 

Entering the water this year with Rebecca was her 
daughter Xan Williams. 

"I grew up swimming as recreation," Xan said, 
"I'm more of a runner." She said that she too trained at 
the Y completing 38 laps each session, a distance about 
equal to the 1.2 mile open water swim. "It takes about 45 
minutes to complete it in the pool," she confirmed, while 
the open water swim may take about an hour. 

Previously, Xan was her mother's Kayak Safety 
Squad team member. The BBC encourages first-time 
swimmers or those who feel the need to be accompanied 
across the outer harbor to have a dedicated volunteer 
whose encouragement can't be overrated and whose 
emergency assistance is available, if necessary. 

According to the BBC, the start of the swim 
coincides with the incoming tide; thereby, giving the 
swimmers a bit of an edge or push towards Fairhaven 
versus trying to stay on course fighting the outgoing pull 
towards the ocean. This year there was a bit of a head 
wind. 

After the race, Rebecca reported that, "It was 
choppy out there; the ocean kept slapping you in the 
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face." But the chuckle that accompanied the comment tells 
the bigger story - it was a major accomplishment for the 
mother-daughter team. 

For the Williams, the goal of securing funds 
for the BBC is the driving force of the swim. "We are 
currently the top team fundraisers," Rebecca stated prior 
to the swim, which was confirmed after the swim was 
completed. 

To accomplish their fundraising goal, the 
Williams reached out primarily to their personal contacts, 
family, friends, professional associates, and at least two 
corporate sponsors. They sent out letters telling their story 
and were pleased with the support they received. 

The women's training and the associated sacrifice 
that it requires was rewarded as Rebecca completed her 
swim in 56 minutes and Xan made it to Fairhaven in 41.51 
minutes. 

And what about next year? Well for Rebecca, 
she's already formulating plans, "After last year's swim 
I thought I would call it quits, but then Xan stepped up 
to join me so I couldn't say NO!" She shared that both 
swimming and fundraising has been fun to do as a family, 
but, "I think we may expand our team next year. That will 
change things up and keep it fresh." 

As an encouragement to anyone thinking about 
trying the event, Rebecca wants you to know, "If I can 
do it - you can." She said to start slowly, build up one's 
confidence, and of course, "Enjoy the ride," or should we 
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say SPLASH. 

Update: The final count for Team Splash was 
$6,350. Swimmers raised $145,000. The BBC's goal was 
$187,000. If that sum is achieved before July 31, an 
anonymous donor has pledged another $50,000.

Marion Prepares for Second 40B 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board, on June 17, talked 
briefly about the forthcoming 40B affordable housing 
development slated for land off Wareham Road that was 
once proposed for a solar farm. The board denied the 
special permit for that project, which led to a lawsuit 
against the Planning Board until housing developer Ken 
Steen snatched up the property to bring a second 40B 
development to Marion. 

"It's essentially ... 96-units," said Planning Board 
Chairman Will Saltonstall. "They will all be rented ... and 
the ownership will be retained by the developer." 

Approximately 25 percent of those units will 
be designated as affordable housing, but as Saltonstall 
pointed out, all 96 units will count toward the town's 
minimum 10 percent affordable housing mandate. 

"Theoretically this puts us above our 10 percent," 
said Saltonstall. 

The chairman brought up how some have 
questioned the possibility of a 40R rather than a 40B, 
with a 40R considered to be a "friendly 40B," but in 
order for Steen to develop a 40R there must be certain 
state requirements met such as proximity to public 
transportation and commerce. 

Rochester is currently preparing for Steen's 40R 
development, one that will bring with it state funding to 
offset the increased demand on municipal services and 
schools. 

Saltonstall said Steen has rights to the entire 
property in question plus two Approval Not Required 
(ANR) subdivided lots. 

"I think he could develop a couple houses on 
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them if he wanted to," Saltonstall said. 

He described the 96 rental units, saying, "They're 
basically triplexes, townhome-type units" with garages 
available for rental apart from the units and a pool and 
clubhouse for residents of the development. 

Planning Board member and Selectman Norm 
Hills said there has already been a preliminary traffic 
study and the project would be tied-in to town water and 
sewer. 

"Without trying to sound too much like a villain," 
said board member Chris Collings, "... My personal 
opinion is there's still a place (for the units) for there will 
be a long-term need for affordable housing." 

As Saltonstall pointed out, the 40B application 
will go before the Zoning Board of Appeals, not the 
Planning Board. 

"Until he starts the process going ... I don't 
think we're going to see this again, but I just wanted 
people to know that it's out there and there it is," said 
Saltonstall. "The [Marion Affordable Housing Trust] 
seemed reasonably accepting of it [but] there was a lot of 
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criticism." 

Saltonstall said the town should expect about 25 
additional students as a result of the 40B, with 17 of them 
estimated for Sippican School and the rest in junior and 
high school. He said the affordable units would likely go 
for around $1,400 and the market rate ones for around 
$1,800. 

In the end, however, the Town of Marion would 
see roughly around $500,000 in permitting and water and 
sewer fees, said Saltonstall. 

In other matters, the board is still not ready 
to vote on the Definitive Subdivision application for a 
property off Beach Street (213 Converse Road) owned 
by 22 Cove Street LLC, care of N. Douglas Schneider &

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Associates, given that the board's peer review engineer has 
not yet been able to view the revised plan. 

The continued public hearing was again continued 
until July 15 after viewing some significant revisions to the 
entire design of the subdivision completed that afternoon, 
project engineer David Davignon told the board. 

Davignon presented a new letter of requested 
waivers, new estimate of materials, draft homeowners' 
association agreement, revised stormwater report that was 
160 pages long, revised plans, and a landscape design plan 
provided by a landscape design architect. 

Some of the major plan changes include the shape 
of the road and the removal of a downstream drainage pipe 
near the wetlands with a drainage/retention pond instead. 
Davignon provided easement layouts and the locations of 
houses that will be raised on columns away from the road. 

"Completely different from first design," Davignon 

said. 

The project will require a Notice of Intent filing with 
the Conservation Commission. 

Davignon said the cover letter submitted addressed 
the board's engineer's comments from before and explains 
the new changes. 

"We're going to send this back out to engineering 
... and then we can take it up in a more educated fashion in 
a month," said Saltonstall, but he asked whether abutters' 
concerns about exacerbating current drainage problems at 
the site are addressed in the new plan. 

"The rate of runoff coming off from Beach Street... 
was not a decrease, it was true," said Davignon, adding that 
runoff swales will be installed "as far down as we can" to 
capture and send stormwater off in another direction. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for July 15 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Police 
Station.

An NOI filed by Michael Ward, 26 Meadowbrook

Lisa Segalas, 11 Bay Road, was represented by 
David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon, and Leone. 
Davignon described the NOI filing saying the existing 
cottage was to be demolished and replaced with a home 
on pillars. He said the new footprint would be slightly 
smaller, while the elevated decks would be slightly larger 
and that more than 50-percent of the home would be in 
the coastal bank. Davignon also stated that the project 
needed to be approved by the Zoning Board of Appeals 
due to the setbacks being impacted. 

The project as presented received standard 
conditioning from the commission. 

A Request for Determination of Applicability 
filed by Thomas Jackivicz and Pamela Pierce, 17 Third 
Street, also included the removal of an existing structure, 
a garage. The new garage, as described by Davignon, 
would be more than 100-feet from the coastal zone and 
would meet all FEMA regulations for a flood zone. The 
project received a negative determination of applicability. 

Alexander Makkas's request for a Certificate of 
Compliance (CofC) was continued pending a site visit by 
commissioner Trevor Francis to ascertain how sediments 
are migrating into wetlands near Makkas' property at 16 
Island View Avenue. Makkas claimed that the sediment 
problem began after the installation of public sewers in 
the beach community and that he was hesitant to try and 
continue with native plantings as those too would be 
washed away into the contiguous wetlands. 

Leidhold commented that she would ask for the 
plantings to be done in an effort to stabilize the disturbed 
soils. However it was determined that a site visit prior to 


any further activities was warranted. 

A CofC was issued to Paul Bourgeois, 10 Oakland 
Terrance, and to JC Engineering, Inc. for 6 Dupont Drive. 

The commission went into Executive Session to 
discuss ongoing litigation with Daniel Craig, 4 Seabreeze 
Lane. In a follow-up with Town Administrator Mike 
Gagne, he said, ''This is an interesting case."

Town boards often have very long agendas with 
complicated petitions and applications, but every now 
and then they catch a break. 

Such was the case on the evening of June 20 when 
the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) met. 
Sitting at the conference table on this night was Susan 
Akin, chairman; Ken Pacheco; Colby Rottler; Maryanne 
Brogan; Tony Tranfaglia; and Administrative Assistant to 
the Director of Inspectional Services, Robin Shufelt. 

The meeting kicked off promptly at 6:00 pm. 

Coming before the ZBA was William Mitchell, 5 
Depot Street, who sought a Special Permit as provided 
in the bylaws to construct a covered porch. Mitchell 
explained that rotting boards around an existing 
side entranceway was the impetus to making more 
comprehensive exterior improvements. He explained that 
existing non-conforming set-backs would be significantly 
impacted by the porch. The porch addition would only 
mean an additional 24-inches. 

By 6:10 pm the board members had concurred 
that the renovations would be an improvement to the 
structure and maybe more importantly, as Rottler stated, 
"it makes sense." The Special Permit was approved. 

Next up was another request for a Special Permit 
filed by Thomas Jackivicz and Pamela Pierce, 50 Holly 
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Woods Road. Their request included demolition of an 
existing garage and the construction of a new garage. 

The board members were satisfied that the new structure 
would not impact set-backs and, given that this was part 
of a much larger renovation taking place on the lot to the 
1959 home, was in keeping with the neighborhood and 
the homeowners' needs. A second floor in the garage was 
planned for storage only. 

At 6:18 pm the board moved to approve. At 6:20 
pm the meeting was adjourned. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett ZBA 
is scheduled for July 18 at 6:00 pm in the Town Hall 
conference room.

Sippican Historical Society

The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture.

Universally Accessible Boardwalk at Osprey 
Marsh 

Sippican Lands Trust (SLT) plans to start 
construction of an 1,800 foot universally accessible 
boardwalk at its Osprey Marsh property on Point Road 
in Marion later this month. This boardwalk project builds 
on the generous donation by members of the Smoyer / 
Howland family of the 20-acre Osprey Marsh property 
of forest and marshland on Planting Island Cove and a 
$38,000 grant for project design and permitting from the 
Town of Marion's Community Preservation Commission. 

The project has been designed to minimize 
environmental impact and to maximize accessibility 
for infants in strollers, older adults, and persons with 



mobility impairments, including those in wheelchairs. 

The universally accessible boardwalk will proceed 
from the Osprey Marsh parking area through maritime 
forest, wetlands, and fragile salt marsh habitat to a 
viewing platform overlooking Planting Island Cove. The 
boardwalk and trail will be approximately a Vs of a mile in 
length and feature bump outs and unique trail features to 
maximize the outdoor experience. 

This 1,800' universally accessible boardwalk has 
been designed by Peter Jensen and will be built by local 
contractor W.S. Bradford out of Marion. Construction 
is expected to last six months and will involve some 
challenging and complicated work over sensitive wetland 
habitat. Osprey Marsh will be closed during construction 
and visitors to Sippican Lands Trust properties are 
encouraged to visit other properties along Point Road 
including Hagemann Woods, Howland Marsh, and

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking his 
feet.

Marion Receives Age-Friendly Designation 

Thanks to the efforts of the Marion COA and the 
Friends of the Marion COA, Marion has been designated 
an Age-Friendly community by A ARP and enrolled 
in its network of similarly-named towns and cities. In 
Massachusetts, only 48 other communities are enrolled in 
the AARP network so far. 

The Age-Friendly initiative is a project of AARP 
and the World Health Organization that launched in 2006 
and has since expanded to 20 nations.

Save The Terrapins in Your Backyard 

Diamondback Terrapins love the coastal waters 
of Mattapoisett and Marion! Since 2016, the New 
England Coastal Wildlife Alliance (NECWA) has been 
studying this population of terrapins in the Southcoast 
area, including the towns of Mattapoisett, Marion, and 
Wareham. As NECWA continues to study this species, 
we realize that we need your help. No one knows your 
hometown better than you! This beautiful turtle is the 
only North American species that lives in brackish water, 
such as salt marshes and estuaries. In the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, Diamondback Terrapins are classified 
as threatened due to habitat loss and environmental 
destruction. 

There are many threats to Diamondback Terrapins 
that live in Mattapoisett, Marion, and the surrounding 
areas. Development in coastal areas, increases in coastal 
erosion, and other negative impacts of climate change 
have reduced the amount of suitable nesting habitat for 
this species. And the increase in animals that eat terrapins 
or predate their nests, including raccoons, skunks, and 
foxes, have impacted the population and reduced the 
number of successful nests each season. 

From June through mid-July, female terrapins 
come out of the marshes and estuaries to lay their nests 
on beaches, lawns, and other sandy areas. As these 
females search for a suitable place to nest, they can find 
themselves in dangerous areas like busy roads and streets. 
If you see a female terrapin crossing the road, please 
avoid her and stop if conditions are safe for you. Move 
her across the road in the direction that she was heading 
so that she can continue on her way. Then report your 
sighting to the New England Coastal Wildlife Alliance 
(NECWA) through our website at www.necwa.org.

Do the Right Thing (1989). Starring Spike Lee and Danny 
Aiello. Directed by Spike Lee. Running time: 119 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At the Coolidge Corner and AMC Boston 
Common this weekend; also on physical and streaming media. 

On June 30, Spike Lee’s Do the Right Thing turns thirty. 

It still hasn’t lost a step. Aside from some hairstyles and a few of 
the songs, it doesn’t read at all like an ‘80s film. It’s truly an end- 
of-a-decade work. In some respects it’s almost experimental; some 
of the scenes play like short theater pieces, and the movie is full of 
words — debate, disputation, denunciation, or just plain shooting 
the breeze — yet we never question it as a work of cinema. The 
way cinematographer Ernest Dickerson paints with skillet-hot 
colors, or the way editor Barry Alexander Brown snips scenes to 
release our laughter as well as to propel the story, or the way Ruth 
E. Carter dresses the characters to sketch them for us in an instant 

— these and more put Lee’s film, only his third, into the realm of 
art alongside entertainment. Its concerns are timeless and, as the 
film itself wearily admits, will ever be. 

Nobody is really the main character of Do the Right 
Thing — the Bed-Stuy community itself is, it’s a group portrait 

— but Lee picks out Mookie, played by himself, as the character 
who interacts with most of the others. As a delivery guy for Sal’s 
Eamous Pizzeria, Mookie sees a lot of the same faces a lot; one of 
the first things we see him do is direct an exasperated “Hell no” to 
a pair of girls who look like they want to talk to him about God, 
or get him to sign a petition, or something. Mookie does this as 
though this is far from the first time he’s waved these girls away; 
the same is true, mostly, of his relationship with the neighborhood 
disabled guy Smiley (Roger Guenveur Smith). Everyone who 
lives or works here is by and large tired of each other, but nobody 
can afford to go on a vacation away from them, and it’s going to 
be a brutally hot day. (The movie takes place on August 5,1989, 
according to the newspapers we see.) 

The only thread of narrative we get is the attempts of the 
abrasive Buggin’ Out (Giancarlo Esposito) to shame Sal (Danny 
Aiello) into putting up photos of black celebrities alongside the 
Italian stars on Sal’s “wall of fame.” Buggin’ Out’s logic is that 
Sal’s clientele is mostly black, so the decor should reflect that; like 
almost everyone else in the movie, he’s not wrong, but that doesn’t 
make him completely right, either. Buggin’ Out’s mission is 
debatable; the whole chatty, art-pop-colored film is. The very title 
has been discussed endlessly. Does Mookie, in an act of destruction 
that may or may not be intended to draw collective ire from flesh 
towards property, “do the right thing”? Lee’s line has always been 
that white people always ask that question and black viewers never 
do. Put another way, does anyone here “do the right thing”? When, 
to paraphrase Martin Luther King, there is no dialogue but only 
contrapuntal monologue, and when there are two sets of rules, 
one for people of color and one for everyone else, it can be nearly 
impossible to know if there is a “right thing.” 



To Lee’s credit, he writes dialogue (or guides his actors 
into improv) that allows his characters to open themselves up, 
justify themselves, let us see how they see themselves. Even 
Pino (John Turturro), Sal’s rancidly bigoted son and the closest 
thing the movie has to a villain other than the cops, is given some 
breathing room to suggest why he’s so angry. (His cronies back in 
Bensonhurst give him a hard time for serving food to black people.) 
In short, everyone would like to think he or she is doing the right 
thing; everyone is the star of his or her drama, each of which plays 
itself out on the stoops and egg-frying sidewalks of New York 
on the hottest day of summer. Lee’s movie is as much about a 
community of psychically isolated people as about racial tension. 
Nobody can see past their own scrim of rage, sadness, regret. 
Everyone is irritable. 

Radio Raheem (Bill Nunn), one of the movie’s many 
great archetypes seldom seen in major films before, calls out the 
dichotomies that make up Lee’s film with his Night of the Hunter 
parable about love knocking out hate. Originally, when Robert 
Mitchum delivered this, it was a hypocritical little ditty that 
turned out to be ironically prescient. Radio Raheem looms around 
the neighborhood all day toting a massive, deafening boom box 
(playing Public Enemy’s instant classic of electric urgency “Eight 
the Power”) but is essentially harmless; in a way he is the film’s 
Jimmie Blacksmith figure, who ultimately becomes unhinged when 
the white power structure severs him from how he defines himself. 
Once he begins to lash out, he is doomed from that moment. But in 
his love/hate scene. Radio Raheem seems to be speaking hopefully. 

And naively? Love, in this movie, seems short-lived, and 
hate persists. Mookie’s baby mama Tina (Rosie Perez in a vivid 
debut) closes out her time in the film cussing out Mookie. The 
neighborhood elders Da Mayor (Ossie Davis) and Mother Sister 
(Ruby Dee) — whose presence as onscreen antagonists and as real- 
life couple always brings a fond smile to my face — seek cover 
together after the climactic event. They seem sobered, though not 
driven into each other’s arms as a more conventional story would 
demand. Before that, we see Mother Sister screaming “Burn it 
down!” and not much later crying “No!” in despair over and over; 
there you have the opposite sides of the movie’s moral coin, all in 
the emotional inferno of an old black woman who has seen and 
lived great heartache. Do the Right Thing did not turn out to be 
the fire this time (pundits in 1989 worried about copycat violence; 
number of Mookie-inspired riots: zero), but the right and wrong 
things it deals with haven’t gone anywhere. This is, and seems 
more than ever like, the great American movie of the last thirty 
years.
